Eepublican Platform.

The republicans of Nebraska reiterate
and cordially indorse the fundamental
principles of the republican party us
eunciated by snccessive national repub-
lican conventions from 1856 to 188% and
believe the republican party ﬂnmhle of
dealing with every vital issue that con-
cerns the American people, whereverthe
rank and file of the republican party are
untrammeled in the exercise of their po-
litical rights.

‘e heartily indorse the wise and con-
servative administration of President
Harrison. We also fully approve the
wise action of the republican members
of both houses of congrees in fulfilling
the pledges of the party in legislation
upon the coinage of silver and other
measures of national importance and
congratulate the country npon the con-
tinned reduction of the national debt.

We most heartily indorse the action of
the republican congress in passing the
disability pension bill and a republican
president who approved the sume and
regard it as an act of justice too long
delayed because of the opposition to all
just pension legislation by a democratie
vongress; vet we do not regard it as the
full recognition of the great debt of ob-
ligation which the government and the
people owe 10 those hervie men by rea-
son of whose sacrifice and devotion the
union was saved and the government
restored. We do further repeat our
declaration in favorof just and fair serv-
ice pensions graded according to length
of service for every soldier and sailor
who fought in behalf of the union, and

We hold an honest, popular ballot
and equal representation of all the peo-
ple to be the foundation of our republi-
can government and demand effective
legislation to secure the integrity and
purity of elections, which are the foun
dation of all public authority.

We favor such revision of the clection
laws of the state as will guarantee to
every voter the greatest possible secrecy
in the casting of his ballot and secure
the punishment of any who attempt the
corruption or intimidation of voters, and
we favor the Aunstralian ballot system
for inco ted towns and cities, apph-
cable both to primary and regzular elec-
tions so far as it can conform to our
organic law,

We oppose land monopoly in every
form, demand the forfeiture of nnearned
land grants and the reservation of the
public domain for homesteaders only,

We recognize the right of labor to or-
ganize for its protection and by all Law-
ful and ul means to secure to
itself the greatest reward for thrift and
industry. We are in favor of laws com-
pelling railroads and manufacturers to
use all appliances which science supplies
for the protection of laborers against
sccident. We demand the enactment of
a law defining the liability of employers
for injuries sustained by employes in
cases where proper safeguards have not
been used in occupations dangerous to
life, limb or health; railway and other
public corporations should be subject
1o control through the legislative power
that created them. Their undue influ-
ence in legislation and imposition of
unnecessary burdens upon the people
and illegitimate increase of stock or
ecapital should be prohibited by strin-
went laws,

We demand of the state that the
property of corporations shall be taxed
the same as that of individuals; that the
provisions of our constitution, requiring
the assessment of franchises shall be en-
forced by suitable legislation.

We demand the reduction of freight
and passenger rates on railroads to cor-
respond with rates now prevailing in
adjacent states in the Mississippi valley,
and we further demand that the next
legislature shall abolish all passes or
free transportation on railroads, except-
ing for emploves of the railroad com-
panies.

We demand the establishment of the
system of postal telegraphy, and reguest
our members in congress to vote and
work for government ownership or con
trol of the telegraph.

We indorse the action of the inter-
state commission in ordering a reduction
of the grain rates between the Missouri
river and lake ports.

We favor the modification of the stat-
utes of our state in such manner as shall
prevent the staying of judgmients se-
cnred for work and labor, and the enact-
ment of such laws as shali provide for
the speedy collection of the wages of aur
laborers.

We favor a revision of the tariff in the
interest of the producer and laborer.

THE CANDIDATES,

Shetches of the Men Chosen 1o be Party
Standard Bearers.
Luciua D. Richards, nominee for gov-
ernor, was born at Charleston, Orleans
county, Vt., November 26, 1847. He en-
listed in August, 1862, in Company 1,
Fifteenth Vermont volunteer infantry;
served his time and re-enlisted in com-
pany K, Seventeenth Vermont volunteer
infantry, and was mustered out in the
summer of 1865. He then went to Han-
nibal, Mo., for a year or two, and in 1867
went to Iowa and engaged in civil en-
gineering for the Sioux City & Pacific
railway. In 1868 he made a survey of
that road to Fremont and later on went
to Costa Rico, Central America, to fol-
low that line of work. In 1875 he re-
turned to Fremont and engaged in the
land business and was agent of the Elk-
horn and town lot company. He was
twice elected mayor of Fremont and was
commissionad general of the Nebraska
militia. He was married January 9,
1871, at Burlington, Vt., to Carrie L.
Hills, and have two children  Jonathan
H. and Fred H. Richards. Mr. Richards
15 a member of the Grand Army of the
Republic and Free Masons, He is now
engaged in the real estate business at
Fremont. He has been chairman of the
state committee for fonr vears,
Thomas H. Benton, the nominee for
anditor, is the present incnmbent and
the youngest man to ever hold that po
sition. He was born in New Haven,
Conn., less than thirty-1wo years ago, of
PPuritan stock. His father moved to
Fremont, Neb.,, when he was but 10 years
old, locating on a farm near that city.
In the spring of 1874 he became, when
16 vears old, the recorder in the connty
clerk’s office at Fremont. This position
he retained until January 1, 1877, when
he accepted a clerkship in the office of
the state auditor. On January 1, I879,
just as he attained his majority, he was
elected second assistant clerk of the
house, a position he relinguished at the
close of February to accept the position
of bookkeeper in the office of state
auditor. State Auditor H. A. Babeock
tendered him the deputy state anditor
ship January 7, 1838, which was accept-
ed. In the snmmer of 1887 he received
the nomination for state anditor, which
was rafified at the polls by the people
by giving the highest aggresate vote re-
ceived by any state officer on the ticket.
Mr. Benton was installed into the duties
of the office January 3, 1884,

Col. Thomas J. Majors, the Douglas
coun*y candidate for lieutenant govern-
or, resides at Peru, Nemaha county. He
was born at Libertyville, Jefferson
connty, la., June 235, 1841, where he at-
tended the common and select schools
until 19 years of age. In IR he started
for Pike's Peak during the gold excite
ment, and returned with the stampeders
without having seen the eldorado, In
1561 he became o wember of Gov.
Thayer's regiment, the First Nebraska,
as a first lientenant, and by a series of
hard earned promotions reached the
rank of colonel. He was mustered ount
of the service in 1866,

In October of that vear he was elected
a member of the territorial council. He
was a member of the first state senate,
and also the second. He held the posi-
tion of internal revenue ecollector for
five vears. He was elected to fill the un-
expired term in congress on the death
of Congressman Frank Welch, and was
three times elected a contingent con-
gressman from this state, when Nebras-
ka ought to have had a larger represent-
ation, but conld not get it. He was the
author of the bill that located the state
normal school at Pern, and for a year
after it opened he was himself one of its
students.

He was a member of the state senate
in 1887 and of the house in 1889, when
he led the famous farmers’ combine and
did some good service for the people of
this state. He has been an active and
inflnencial republican zil his life.

John Allen, the republican nomines
for secretary of state, was born in
Hounesburgh, Vi, Febrnary 1, 1860, and
received sneh sdvantages in the eduea-
tional way as the publie schoolz of lns
native village could give until he was
old enough to enter the Honesburgh
academy, where he spent several terms.

it rings as clear and bold as did the
original Declaration of Independence
more than a century ago, which shows
that no mistake was made in placing
James (5. Blaine at the head of the state
department. England has simply been
tryving her usual bluff game, and it is a
sreat satisfaction to know that Ameri-
can interests are looked after by a man
*who does not bluff worth a cent.”
